figure for the budget, but supplied 
percen tage projection s of tax rev en ue 
in creases, con firmed Associated Press 
estimates of federal aid growth an d 
said spen din g in 1974-75 would equal 
total rev en ue. 
Hov ey said “all the decision s hav e 
been made” on the n ew budget, an d 
prin tin g galley s hav e been return ed to 
the departmen t, where they were 
bein g prepared for publication when 
Gilligan makes his budget address. 
Hov ey said that ev en with the in ­ 
creases, the budget was tight, an d 
man y chan ges had to be made in 
presen t spen din g to put state dollars 
where it was believ ed they would do 
the most good. 
“The budget will spen d all the 
mon ey that’s av ailable,” Hov ey said. 
“We’v e got property tax relief of $360 
million this time, for two y ears in stead 
of just on e. An d we’v e got two y ears of 
homestead ex emption s an d full school 
foun dation pay men ts.” 
Hov ey also n oted that state employ e 
pay , raised by the legislature last 
December an d approv ed by the federal 
Pay Board in March, would go up 
again with step in creases. 
Higher pay just approv ed for state 
legislators “gets lost in roun din g off in 
a budget the size of the on e we’re 
talkin g about,” he said. 
“We had some relativ ely searchin g 
budget hearin gs with the agen cies in 
our con feren ce room, which was 
dubbed the ‘war room,’” Hov ey said. 
“We told our an aly sts to go ov er 
each departmen tal budget with the 
assumption that 
ev ery thin g 
we’re 
spen din g n ow is a waste of tim e,” he 
said. “They came up with some fairly 
ferocious 
recom m en dation s—like 
abolishin g agen cies.” 
Whether an y agen cies actually will 
be abolished, Hov ey declin ed to say . 
“I would n ot wan t to preempt the 
gov ern or if he were to abolish an 
agen cy ,” Hov ey smiled, addin g that he 
could on ly say that “there are some 
win n ers an d some losers in the budget 
battle.” 
Hov ey in dicated at least some of the 
session s in the “ war room” were 
stormy , but that there appeared to be 
n o lin gerin g bittern ess amon g the 
“losers” in the budget battle. 
“That causes me to worry a little 
bit,” he said. “ If the budget fun ction 
mean s somethin g, it’s got to leav e 
some people un happy .” 
“ No agen cy is totally satisfied with 
the budget,” he added. “ But n o on e 
feels they will be crippled by it, with 
the ex ception of a couple of min or 
agen cies.”

Tax officials say most Ohioan s who 
must pay the .5 to 3.5 per cen t tax 
probably will file a so-called short 
return which is prin ted on on e side of 
the form.

Seeks $9.31 
Gilligan Wants 
Record Budget 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Gov. 
John J. Gilligan will ask the General 
Assembly next month to approve a 
1974-75 biennial 
budget of ap­ 
proximately $9.31 billion, about $1.38 
billion more than the state is spending 
in fiscal 1972-1973. 
The estimate is based on tax revenue 
increases projected by the Depart­ 
ment of Finance, federal revenue 
sharing funds, anticipated increases in 
federal aid, and the assumption that 
Gilligan means what he says when he 
promises no new taxes in the next 
biennium. 
Finance Director Harold Hovey 
declined to comment on a specific total 
figure for the budget, but supplied 
percentage projections of tax revenue 
increases, confirmed Associated Press 
estimates of federal aid growth and 
said spending in 1974-75 would equal 
total revenue. 
Hovey said “ all the decisions have 
been made” on the new budget, and 
printing galleys have been returned to 
the department, where they were 
being prepared for publication when 
Gilligan makes his budget address. 
Hovey said that even with the in­ 
creases, the budget was tight, and 
many changes had to be made in 
present spending to put state dollars 
where it was believed they would do 
the most good. 
“ The budget will spend all the 
money that’s available,” Hovey said. 
“ We’ve got property tax relief of $360 
million this time, for two years instead 
of just one. And we’ve got two years of 
homestead exemptions and full school 
foundation payments.” 
Hovey also noted that state employe 
pay, raised by the legislature last 
December and approved by the federal 
Pay Board in March, would go up 
again with step increases. 
Higher pay just approved for state 
legislators "gets lost in rounding off in 
a budget the size of the one we’re 
talking about,” he said. 
“ We had some relatively searching 
budget hearings with the agencies in 
our conference room, which was 
dubbed the war room,” ’ Hovey said. 
“ We told our analysts to go over 
each departmental budget with the 
assumption that everything we’re 
spending now is a waste of time,” he 
said. “ They came up with some fairly 
ferocious 
recommendations—like 
abolishing agencies.” 
Whether any agencies actually will 
be abolished, Hovey declined to say. 
"I would not want to preempt the 
governor if he were to abolish an 
agency,” Hovey smiled, adding that he 
could only say that “ there are some 
winners and some losers in the budget 
battle.” 
Hovey indicated at least some of the 
sessions in the “ war room” were 
stormy, but that there appeared to be 
no lingering bitterness among the 
“ losers” in the budget battle. 
“ That causes me to worry a little 
bit,” he said. “ If the budget function 
means something, it’s got to leave 
some people unhappy.” 
“ No agency is totally satisfied with 
the budget,” he added. “ But no one 
feels they will be crippled by it, with 
the exception of a couple of minor 
agencies.” 
Hovey said there would be major 
new programs in the next biennial 
budget, but he added that “ it was our 
primary thrust with new programs 
that they must be financed by econ­ 
omies in the same agency.” 


He said decisions not to fund existing 
programs or to fund them at reduced 
levels were based on a number of 
things, among them “ reduction of the 
underlying workload.” 
“ For example, a regulatory agency 
with less to regulate or a program with 
a declining population like mental 
patients in institutions,” Hovey said. 
In other cases, Hovey said, cuts were 
made in programs that failed to 


measure up to expectations, but he 
said these decisions were harder to 
make.” 
“ For example, the Department of 
Education took $2 million for drug 
education. We can’t show drug abuse 
has decreased in Ohio. Does that mean 
the program was ineffective? It could 
be drug abuse increased less than it 
would have without the program. Ifs 
tough,” he said. 
Simple Rites 
For Truman 


INDEPENDENCE, Mo. (AP) - For 
the final time, Harry S. Truman today 
travels the half mile from his home to 
the presidential library that bears his 
name. 
And the nation he led from war into 
the chill of an uneasy peace will have a 
day of mourning Thursday to com­ 
memorate the man whose dearest wish 
was to be known as “ The People’s 
President.” 
Richard M. Nixon, the 37th president 
of the United States, and Lyndon B. 
Johnson, the 36th, were to be at the 
library today to bid farewell to 
Truman. 
But mostly the honor of paying last 
respects to the 33rd U.S. president is 
reserved for close family and friends 
and the ordinary people with whom 
Truman so strongly identified in his 88 
years. 
There will be little of the pageantry 
of other state funerals for the former 
President who died Tuesday. In 
keeping with Mrs. Truman's wishes, 
once-eleborate plans were scrapped 
for rites with simple dignity. 
A memorial service is to be held in 
Washington’s National Cathedral 
within a week after Congress recon­ 
venes Jan. 3 for the dignitaries, 
American and foreign, who could not 
be accommodated here. 
President Nixon ordered all but 
essential government agencies closed 
Thursday and flags to half staff for 30 
days. 
Mrs. Truman, daughter Margaret 
Truman Daniel and her family, and 
close friends were to be at a private 
service in the Carson funeral home this 
morning. 
Then a motorcade was to take the 
coffin in a direct route from the 
mortuary, through the streets of In­ 
dependence that Truman had walked 
so often to the library to which he 
devoted many of his retirement years. 
Midway on the route is the Truman 
home, a modest Victorian mansion 
that looks as it did more than IOO years 
ago except for the fence erected by the 
Secret Service during Truman’s 
presidency. 
There, at the busy intersection of 
Truman Road and Delaware, the 
motorcade was to pause briefly and 
begin the leg Truman had walked so 
frequently, past the homes of neigh­ 
bors who knew Harry Truman and 
Bess Wallace as children. 
The 
wreath-laying 
visits 
of 
President and Mrs. Nixon and former 
President and Mrs. Johnson a day 
before the burial was planned as the 
course best for Mrs. Truman and in 
deference to her wishes for as simple a 


funeral as possible. 
Thousands were expected to pass by 
the coffin in the 21 hours of lying in 
state. But only 200— the capacity of the 
Truman Library Auditorium— were 
invited into the service Thursday to be 
conducted by the Rev. John H. I^emly- 
cke, pastor of Trinity Episcopal 
Church. 
The Trumans were married in that 
church 53 years ago and so was 
Margaret, their only child, 37 years 
later. 
The 87-year-old Mrs. Truman was in 
seclusion Tuesday after word of the 
former president’s death reached her 
by telephone. But a family friend, 
Randall Jessee, said she was calm and 
composed. 
On Thursday, at 4 p.m. EST, 
Truman will be laid to rest in the 
landscaped courtyard of the library- 
near the windows of his private office. 


Israeli Jets 
Bomb Syria 


TEL AVIV (AP) - Israeli jets 
crossed the cease-fire line with Syria 
today to bomb and rocket an Arab 
guerrilla base, two Syrian army 
positions and an artillery battery in 
reprisal for guerrilla attacks, the 
Israeli military command announced. 
The air raids broke a fiveweek lull on 
the front along the occupied Golan 
Heights, where the heaviest fighting 
since the 1970 cease-fire flared Nov. 21. 
The Israeli command said all its 
planes returned safely. 
No immediate estimate of damage 
or Arab casualties was issued. 
The targets were all near Nahal 
Golan, a civilian farming settlement 
near where the borders of Israel, 
lebanon and Syria meet. 
The raids were announced minutes 
after the Israeli command reported 
that troops in the Golan Heights had 
discovered seven antitank grenade 
launchers, two mortar shells primed 
for firing, a land mine, and tracks 
leading across the cease-fire line into 
Syria. 
A spokesman said guerrillas on 
Tuesday tried to ambush an Israeli 
patrol near Nahal Golan with grenades 
fired either by a timing device or by 
remote control. 
Guerrillas also mortared the area on 
Dec. 15 and planned a sabotage raid 
with 
bazookas and mines, the 
spokesman said. 
Ohioans Get Tax Return Forms 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Nearly 
four million Ohioans are getting a New 
Year’s greeting from the Stale 
Department of Taxation, their first 
state income tax forms. 
Department officials expect to 
complete the mailing in early January 
although the deadline for filing 1972 
calendar year returns is April 15, the 
same as for federal returns. 
Stan Spaulding, piddle relations 
director for the department, says 
Internal Revenue Service address 
tapes are being used to send relatively 
easy to complete state forms to every 
taxpayer who filed a federal return. 


Otherwise, forms may tie obtained 
from the department or at any of its 
district offices in Akron, Cincinnati, 
Cleveland, Columbus, Dayton, Toledo, 
Youngstown, or Zanesville. 
A 31-page instruction booklet is 
being included with the mailed 84-by- 
4-inch cards, including such in­ 
formation as who must file, tables to 


compute a taxpayer’s liability, when 
and where to file, joint returns, 
exemptions, payments, credits, and 
other information. 
Tax officials say most Ohioans who 
must pay the .5 to 3.5 per cent tax 
probably will file a so-called short 
return which is printed on one side of 
the form. It calls for the completion of 
only nine lines, starting with federal 
adjusted gross income which is copied 
from the federal return. The taxpayer 
then lists his dependency exemptions, 
at $500 each, and subtracts that total 
from gross income which gives him his 
taxable income. 
The amount of tax owed is then 
obtained from the instruction booklet 
tables. One table begins with income of 
less than $25 on which the tax liability 
is listed at six cents. Then, the table 
goes in $25 steps up to $10,000 on which 
the tax bill would be $74.88 Officials 
stress that the taxpayer first must 
compute his adjusted gross income, 
and not seek to apply his actual income 


to the tables. 
Wage earners with taxable income 
in excess of $10,000 are provided 
another smaller table and formula to 
determine what they owe. 
From 
$10,000 to $15,000, the tax would be $70 
plus two per cent of the excess over 


$ 10,000. 
From $15,000 lo $20,(MM), it would bt* 
$175 plus 24 per cent of excess over 
$15,000; $20,000 to $40,000, $300 plus 
I cree per cent of excess over $20,000, 
and more than $40,(MM), $900 plus 34 per 
cent of excess over $40,(MM). 
Next on the short form are spaces for 
determining how much state tax was 
withheld by employers, any estimated 
payments made in advance, and 
whether more is due or a refund 
required. The taxpayer can forego a 
refund and let it apply to his next 
return if he chooses. 
Persons filling out the “ long” form, 
with 11 fill-in places on the other side of 
the card, are those seeking to take 
credit for income reported on an Ohio’s 


intangible personal property tax 
return, retirement exemptions which 
apply to the first $4,(MM) of retirement 
income, or to make other adjustments 
in their Ohio taxable income. Persons 
over 65 also get a $25 credit in their 
final bill and the long form is needed to 
claim it. 
The instruction booklet explains 
possible penalties for delinquent filing 
which are assessed at the rate of five 
per cent a month up to 25 per cent. 
Interest at the rate of six per cent a 
year will be assessed in all cases 
where the taxpayer is found to be 
delinquent in payment of taxes due.

“ verifies under penalties of perjury 
that he has personally examined the 
return and to the best of his knowledge, 
the return is true, correct, and com­ 
plete,” the booklet states

Nicaraguan Earthquake 
N o Surprise To Scientists 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - The ear­ 
thquake that ripped Man agua, the 
capital 
of 
N icaragua, 
was 
a 
catastrophic d isaster in human terms, 
but to scien tists the jolt was n either 
un expected n or un usually severe. 
The fact that it wrecked the city an d 
killed thousan d s resulted n ot from 
extraord in ary force but from three 
factors: 
—It was cen tered very close to, or 
within , the city. 
—The quake origin ated close to the 
surface of the city’s loose, ashy lan d 
base. 
Few of Man agua’s build in gs ap­ 
paren tly were d esign ed or built to 
withstan d such temors. 


Seismographs at various Californ ia 
poin ts in d icated Saturd ay’s jolt had an 
in ten sity of 6.25 to 6.4 on the Richter 
Scale. Thus it was somewhat less in ­ 
ten se than the 6 .6 quake in February 
1971 that rocked the San Fern an d o 
Valley n orth of Los An geles an d killed 
65 person s. 
Dr. Don An d erson , d irector of the 
seism ology 
laboratory 
at 
the 
Californ ia In stitute of Techn ology, 
said Tuesd ay a quake is n ot classified 
by scien tists as “m ajor” un less it 
reaches 7.5 on the Richter Scale. 
'rhe great San Fran cisco quake of 
1906 was estimated at 8.25. 
He said man y quakes as stron g as 
Saturd ay’s occur frequen tly in Cen tral 


America but go un reported because 
they are in remote areas. 
The p articular earthquakepron e 
feature of Cen tral America, An d erson 
said , is an offshore tren ch. Here the 
Pacific Ocean floor is movin g toward 
an d un d er the main lan d mass, causin g 
great compression al forces. 
Dr. Robert Brown of Men lo Park, 
Calif., a seismologist at the U.S. 
Geological Survey’s Nation al Cen ter 
for Earthquake Research, n oted that 
Man agua is particularly vuln erable 
because it is built on loosely com­ 
pacted volcan ic d ebris. This material 
is shaken even more violen tly by a 
quake than a base of solid rock would 
be, he said .

Nicaraguan Earthquake 
No Surprise To Scientists 


IDS ANGEI.ES (AP) - The ear­ 
thquake that ripped Managua, the 
capital 
of 
N icaragua, 
was 
a 
catastrophic disaster in human terms, 
but to scientists the jolt was neither 
unexpected nor unusually severe. 
The fact that it wrecked the city and 
killed thousands resulted not from 
extraordinary force but from three 
factors: 
—It was centered very close to, or 
within, the city. 
—The quake originated close to the 
surface of the city’s loose, ashy land 
base. 
—Few of Managua’s buildings ap­ 
parently were designed or built to 
withstand such temors. 


Seismographs at various California 
points indicated Saturday’s jolt had an 
intensity of 6.25 to 6.4 on the Richter 
Scale. Thus it was somewhat less in­ 
tense than the 6.6 quake in February 
1971 that rocked the San Fernando 
Valley north of Los Angeles and killed 
65 persons. 
Dr. Don Anderson, director of the 
seism ology 
laboratory 
at 
the 
California Institute of Technology, 
said Tuesday a quake is not classified 
by scientists as “m ajor” unless it 
reaches 7.5 on the Richter Scale. 
'The great San Francisco quake of 
1906 was estimated at 8.25. 
He said many quakes as strong as 
Saturday’s occur frequently in Central 


America but go unreported because 
they are in remote areas. 
The particu lar earthquakeprone 
feature of Central America, Anderson 
said, is an offshore trench. Here the 
Pacific Ocean floor is moving toward 
and under the mainland mass, causing 
great compressional forces. 
Dr. Robert Brown of Menlo Park, 
Calif., a seismologist at the U.S. 
Geological Survey’s National Center 
for Earthquake Research, noted that 
Managua is particularly vulnerable 
because it is built on loosely com­ 
pacted volcanic debris. This material 
is shaken even more violently by a 
quake than a base of solid rock would 
be, he said.

systems” to 2,165 for the U.S. will not 
be catastrophic. 
The main danger for the further 
future insofar as our manned bomber 
retaliatory attack threat is concerned 
is that we haven’t yet put a successor 
to the overaged B-52 into the pipeline. 
The proposed B-l subsistute for the B- 
52 is currently limited to three ex­ 
perimental models that w ill be 
presented on a “ try before you buy” 
basis. By an informal count, the 
Senatorial pacifists can muster the 
votes to keep the B-l from anything 
approaching full-scale production.

Although Admiral Hyman Rickover, 
the father of the U.S. nuclear sub, has 
said he would take the Soviet fleet in 
preference to his own, the SALT I 
underwater nuclear trade-off does not 
seem menacing in itself. However, the 
Soviets have some 35 cruise missile 
submarines to supplement their 
atomic fleet. These can surface and 
fire winged missiles at a 350-400 mile 
range. In addition, the Soviets have 
nine new H-elass cruise missile subs 
that can fire three missiles each from 
under the surface of the sea. We have 
nothing comparable to the Soviet 
cruise missile fleet, which could, 
conceivably, lurk off our shores and 
devastate our cities from a relatively 
safe distance. 
With the SALT II negotiations 
coming up, and with the Senatorial 
pacifists aiming their economy guns at 
the B-l bomber and at improvements 
in our nuclear submarine fleet, the 
TRIAD concept of our nuclear defense 
is imperiled. As things stana now, 
SALT I has not handed the Soviets 
enough to be used successfully as 
blackmail power. In the absence of 
wary negotiation SALT II could tell a 
more lugubrious story.

When Alene 
Moris hit 39, she had another whole 
half of her life ahead. And she didn’t 
know what to do with it. 
“ 1 wished there was someone I could 
talk to, someplace to go for coun­ 
seling,’’ she says now. To fill that need 
for other women, Mrs. Moris and three 
colleagues have opened a new In­ 
dividual Development (ID ) Center 
here. 
The women who seek help are all 
ages, from the young college graduate 
wondering how to turn a history degree 
into a job, to the 75-year-old grand­ 
mother who wants to keep growing. 
“ They come in with general dis­ 
ease,’’ said Margaret Anderson, a 
teacher-eounselor. 
“ They say, i ’m getting very dry, 
I’m withering out.’ We try to help them 
de-fog their feelings.’’ 
Some of the women are married and 
trying to find room to add more to their 
lives as individuals, while keeping the 
relationship. (Xhers are alone — 
divorced or widowed, hoping to adjust 
and find some joy in their independent 
status. 
“ We try to help single women realize 
some of the very good things about 
being on your own-such as privacy and 
self-determination,” Mrs. Moris said. 
The four women began the center 
after leaving the University of 
Washington Guidance Center for 
Women. They felt it was under-staffed 
and under-funded to fill the need they 
saw. 
“ Thousands of women are hungry 
for this type of program,” said Mrs. 
Anderson. The response since the 
opening Aug. 15 has been encouraging, 
she added. 
One of the programs is an in­ 
troductory 
course 
called 
Self- 
Discovery. Group guidance techniques 


and testing are used to determine 
personal assets, life values, vocational 
interests, skills and unique abilities. 
Individual counseling is offered to 
help women facing personal or acareer 
decisions. And there are workshops on 
special topics, such as The Job Search 
and Women on Their Own Again. 
“ Our business is life decision 
counseling,” said Mrs. Moris. Another 
staff member, psychologist Mary Lou 
Hunt, added that people should be 
taught “ life isn’t a nice straight path.” 
“ A lot of us are still living with 
decisions we made when were were 18 
to 22 years old,” she “ Yet there are 
other times in our lives when we can 
take new directions.” 
“ Many of us do not take respon­ 
sibility for our lives. We react rather 
than direct,” she said. 
Mrs. Hunt said many women are not 
fulfilled, thought they may have “ what 
society says they should want — two 
kids, two cars and a nice home.” 
For some women, a solution may be 
going back to school, getting a job, 
finding the right kind of volunteer 
work, or setting aside time for a hobby, 
she said. For others, it may be 
realizing that they are happy at home. 
The staff members say they don’t 
promise instant happiness or a whole 
new personality. 
“ We have a feeling we should be 
happy all the time,” said Mrs. An­ 
derson. “ It’s time we realize there are 
times when we’re going to be lonely 
and misunderstood. Maybe we can 
help deal with the pain.” 
“ But growth is as painful as it is 
exciting,” she said. And personal 
growth — with the realities of life 
written in — is the Center’s goal for its 
clients.

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Counseling Aids Lonely Lives

When 
Alene 
Moris hit 39, she had another whole 
half of her life ahead. And she didn’t 
know what to do with it. 
"I wished there was someone I could 
talk to, someplace to go for coun­ 
seling,” she says now. To fill that need 
for other women, Mrs. Moris and three 
colleagues have opened a new In­ 
dividual 
Development (ID) 
Center 
here. 
The women who seek help are all 
ages, from the young college graduate 
wondering how to turn a history degree 
into a job, to the 75-year-old grand­ 
mother who wants to keep growing. 
“They come in with general dis­ 
ease,” said Margaret Anderson, a 
teacher-counselor. 
“They say, i ’m getting very dry, 
I’m withering out.’ We try to help them 
de-fog their feelings.” 
Some of the women are married and 
trying to find room to add more to their 
lives as individuals, while keeping the 
relationship. 
(Xhers 
are 
alone 
— 
divorced or widowed, hoping to adjust 
and find some joy in their independent 
status. 
“ We try to help single women realize 
some of the very good things about 
being on your own-such as privacy and 
self-determination,” Mrs. Moris said. 
The four women began the center 
after leaving 
the 
University 
of 
Washington Guidance Center for 
Women. They felt it was under-staffed 
and under-funded to fill the need they 
saw. 
‘‘Thousands of women are hungry 
for this type of program,” said Mrs. 
Anderson. The response since the 
opening Aug. 15 has been encouraging, 
she added. 
One of the programs is an 
in­ 
troductory 
course 
called 
Self- 
Discoverv. Group guidance techniques 


and testing are used to determine 
personal assets, life values, vocational 
interests, skills and unique abilities. 
Individual counseling is offered to 
help women facing personal or acareer 
decisions. And there are workshops on 
special topics, such as The Job Search 
and Women on Their Own Again. 
“Our business is 
life decision 
counseling,” said Mrs. Moris. Another 
staff member, psychologist Mary Ix>u 
Hunt, added that people should be 
taught “life isn t a nice straight path.” 
“A lot of us are still living with 
decisions we made when were were 18 
to 22 years old,” she "Yet there are 
other times in our lives when we can 
take new directions.” 
“Many of us do not take respon­ 
sibility for our lives. We react rather 
than direct,” she said. 
Mrs. Hunt said many women are not 
fulfilled, thought they may have "what 
society says they should want — two 
kids, two cars and a nice home.” 
For some women, a solution may be 
going back to school, getting a job, 
finding the right kind of volunteer 
work, or setting aside time for a hobby, 
she said. 
For others, it may 
be 
realizing that they are happy at home. 
The staff members say they don’t 
promise instant happiness or a whole 
new personality. 
“We have a feeling we should be 
happy all the time,” said Mrs. An­ 
derson. "It s time we realize there are 
times when we’re going to be lonely 
and misunderstood. Maybe we can 
help deal with the pain.” 
“ But growth is as painful as it is 
exciting,” she said.

If Europeans continue to increase 
their interest rates, more dollars will 
be attracted into the European lending 
market. This in turn would mean that 
the outward flow of U.S. dollars might 
touch off another run on the dollar. If it 
appeared that this flow of dollars was 
continuing, U.S. lenders would raise 
their interest rates again.

Seek Increase 
In Cincinnati 
Police Force 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P ) - Cin­ 
cinnati C ity M anager E . Robert 
Turner has called for the appointment 
of more policemen 
“ to 
mount 
a 
sustained offensive” against crime. 
While Cincinnati has a declining 
population, now about 425,000, the 
police force was increased from 956 in 
1971 to 1,049 in September. 
Turner asked the increase, but did 
not specify a number in a letter to 
Cincinnati city councilmen who will 
discuss the measure Thursday. 
Turner cited a “ startling” increase 
in 
arm ed 
robberies 
and 
home 
burglaries 
from 
1970 
through 
November, 1972, as the reason for his 
request for more officers. 
Turner said the city’s 80-man “ Task 
Force Six,” assembled to fight of­ 
fenses 
in 
high 
crime 
areas 
in 
November has had “ a marked effect 
on business robberies.” He said there 
liave been none in areas where the task 
force works since Nov. 20. 
Turner said, however, that forming 
special units weaken the other police 
department in other areas. 
He said homicides have decreased to 
74 from 79 in 1971. The figure in 1970 
was 59. Rapes have increased from 170 
to 
230 
in 
1972; 
robberies 
have 
decreased by 57, but still total 794, 
compared 
to 688 
in 
1970; 
house 
burglaries totaled 5,516 in 
1972, 
compared to 2,922 ill 1970. 
“ The logical approach to crime 
prevention is to mount a sustained 
offense,” Turner wrote. “ This can be 
achieved only with adequate man­ 
power,”

Unofficial reports reaching 
Manila from the south gave much 
higher figures. 
The Daily Express, quoting a report 
by Defense Secretary Juan Ponce 
Enrile, said there were a half a million 
refugees in the areas of Mindanao 
island where the fighting has been go­ 
ing on.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
General Assembly will be asked nex t 
month to ban socalled “bottle clu bs,” 
make big hikes in fines for some liqu or 
law v iolations and license hosp itals 
and nu rsing homes to sell liqu or to 
p atients whose doctors say they can 
drink. 
The p rop osed laws are among 
recommendations ap p rov ed by a

The director said the committee’s 
bottle clu b recommendation wou ld 
“p rohibit bottle and bring y ou r own 
bottle clu bs that we feel in effect are 
p ermitting commercial consu mp tion 
withou t a p ermit.”

SEOUL (AP) — Chung Hee Park, 
who has ruled South Korea since 1961, 
took his fourth presidential oath today 
with a pledge to “build a great K orea- 
prosperous, just, full of hope, and 
above all, reunited.” 
Tile inauguration was held before 
some 3,000 persons. They included 
2,359 delegates to the National Con­ 
ference for Unification which elected 
Park to a six-year-term Dec. 23. 
'Hie inaugural and promulgation of a 
new constitution earlier in the day 
marked the start of the 
Fourth 
Republic. It ended a Western-style 
democracy which had existed since 
1948. 
Park was elected to his third term 
last year and then rewrote the old 
constitution, having it approved by a 
national referendum Nov. 21. He said 
the reforms were* needed so that the 
nation can meet international power 
politics and better pursue a peaceful 
reunification of South 
and

Ohio Liquor Law Changes 
Urged By Special Panel 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AF) - The Ohio 
General Assembly will be asked next 
month to ban socalled “bottle clubs,” 
make big hikes in fines for some liquor 
law violations and license hospitals 
and nursing homes to sell liquor to 
patients whose doctors say they can 
drink. 
The 
proposed 
laws are among 
recommendations approved by a 
special committee that has been going 
over Ohio’s antiquated liquor statutes 
since 
Liquor 
Director 
Richard 
Guggenheim appointed it last March. 
The legislature also will be asked to 
give the director increased authority 
to refuse liquor permits in areas where 
he feels too much liquor is already 
being sold. 
Guggenheim indicated Tuesday he 
felt this was among the most im­ 
portant recommendations the com­ 
mittee made. 
‘‘Perhaps the greatest failure of the 
present permit system is that it has 
resulted in the concentration of liquor 
permit holders in poor sections of Ohio 
cities,” Guggenhiem said. 
Guggenheim said the proposed 
expansion of his power to reject permit 
applications would ‘‘not be a dic­ 


tatorial thing. Ifs still reviewable, 
first to the commission and then to the 
courts. But it will give us a bigger 
measure of control.” 
The director said the committee’s 
bottle club recommendation would 
“prohibit bottle and bring your own 
bottle clubs that we feel in effect are 
permitting commercial consumption 
without a permit.” 
“We’ve had a number of complaints 
from police departments in larger 
cities,” Guggenheim said, ‘‘it’s fairly 
widespread in the big cities." 
Guggenheim said the committee 
asked for 
stiffer 
penalties 
for 
violations of liquor statutes because 
“many present penalties are very 
mild, having been passed in the 1930s 
when a $25 fine was fairly heavy.” 
Fines of $25 to $50 will be increased 
in some cases up to $500 to $1,000 
and some will include optional prison 
terms. 
Affected statutes include those 
banning open containers in a state 
store or on premises of a wen permit 
holder, obstruction of an officer trying 
to make an inspection and illegal 
possession of diluted or refilled bottles, 
Guggenheim said. 
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
